City of Danville’s Motion to 
Reschedule 7/23/08 Informal Conference 

The City of Danville (“Danville”) hereby requests that the informal conference in this 

matter scheduled for July 23, 2008, by the Commission’s 7/11/08 Order be rescheduled for a 

later date. Neither of Danville’s counsel who have appeared in this proceeding is available to 

participate in the informal conference at the Cornmission on J ~ l y  23: that date is during Kather- 

ine K. Yunlter’s vacation and Edward D. Hays has recently been appointed as a Workers Claims 

administrative law judge and turned over all Danville matters to other attorneys as part of his 

transition to serving in that position. Upon receipt of the 7/11/08 Order, the undersigned advised 

Commission counsel Virginia W. Gregg of the scheduling conff ict and, having gathered informa- 

tion about when Danville representatives can be available, now requests rescheduling. 

Danville asked for the informal conference in a Motion served May 28,2008, and would 

prefer that the informal conference be rescheduled for the earliest available date - which for 

Daiiville is Wednesday, July 30,2008. However, Parksville’s counsel has informed the under- 

signed that he has a schedule conflict for that date, and Danville understands that a longer lead 

time makes it more likely that all who wish to participate can arrange their schedules so as to be 

able to attend. At this time, Danville representatives are generally available for participation in 

an informal conference at the PSC from July 30 through August 22,2008 except on July 3 1 and 

the morning of August 13,2008. The undersigned has two jury trials scheduled for August 25 

through September 5,2008, and so anticipates being unavailable during that period of time. 

WHEREFORE, the City of Danville requests rescheduling of the informal conference 

currently scheduled for July 2.3,2008, to a date on which Danville, its counsel, and representa- 

tives of all other parties who wish to do so may attend.
